descnbes all the major and many of the minor areas of ancient coins 
Md gives the reader guidelines as to what and how to collect. He 
includes a good list of abbreviations, a glossary, a guide to Roman and 
Greek pronunciation, and bibliographies. 

The illustrations and maps are interspersed throughout the book and 
are a helpful and useful tool in helping the novice (or even the veter¬ 
an) learn more about this subject. Is the book perfect? Of course not. 
But It IS by far the best book on the subject we have encountered. It is 
the one book that I can unquestionably recommend. 


There are a number of minor errors that a nit-picking reviewer could 
find, but there are only two major problems that I have with the book. 
One IS that there are only two pages for Biblical related coinage. 
Perhaps I have an axe to gnnd as this is my speciality, but the coins that 
are the basis for our Judaeo-Christian heritage certainly are more than 
a minor area of ancient coin collecting. The two pages consists of a half 
page of text, a niap and one page oL aictures of 7 coins. He shows us 
^0 of the most famous Biblical coins, "The Shekel of Tyre" and "The 
1 but fails to mention the equally famous "Widow's 
Mite . Obviously this is one area Sayles falls short. Luckily, there are 
other books that make up for this [See below].

The other major prpblem, which is causing a bit of a stir in the ancient 
com community, is Sayles insistence on calling Byzantine coins 
Komaion coins. Sayles bases his theory on the fact the Byzantine's 
themselves called themselves Romans and that the term Byzantine was 
an 18th century invention". Perhaps so, but a book meant mainly for 
use by beginners or as a handy desk reference is, at least for me, the 
vvTong place to use this this new and largely unaccepted term. It is use 
of obscure terms like this that scare the prospective collector away 
from the fascinating field of ancient coins. 

Aside from the lack of material on Biblical coins and the unnecessary 
introduction of the word "Romaion", the book is a delight. It is not only 
the best introduction to ancient coin collecting, but sTiould be on the 
desk of any collector of ancient coins for it's handy reference material, 
bibliographies, maps and charts. I heartily recommend it.

BOOK REVIEWS 

Ancient Coin Collecting by Wayne G. Sayles. Krause Publications, 
lola, WI 1996, 198 pages, many illustrations. Hardbound with dust 
jacket, $24.95. 

As a dealer who buys and sells ancient coins (among others) for a liv¬ 
ing, I am always asked by people who know little or nothing about this 
area of numismatics: How do I get started? Well, as the Tate Aaron 
Feldman said many years ago, "Buy the book, before the coin". And 
now the book is here. 


Sayles is a veteran author (he's co-author with Bill Spengler of 
Colorado Springs of two books), art historian, pubUsher, editor fhe was 
founding editor of The Celator, now run by his son Steve and the best 
monthlypublication on ancient coins) and vest pocket dealer in ancient 
coins. This book is a novice's dream come true. Sayles first gives us a 
short course m ancient history, along with a very usefiil timeline, plus 
a short study of the various ancient cultures. He lists numerous olher 
avenues for more information about ancient coins, such as clubs, soci¬ 
eties, periodicals and even ancient coins on the Internet. 

He advises the reader on how to buy and sell ancient coins and pitfalls 
to avoid and lists recommend books for the reader who wants to con¬ 
tinue his or her study. The major section of his book deals with identi¬ 
fying and attributing ancient coins. Not sure what to collect? Sayles

First of all a disclmmer is in order. David is a friend of mine and was 
co-instructor with me at the 1995 ANS Summer Seminar of 
Numismatics of the Holyland from Ancient to Modern Times. This 
year he was putting the finishing touches on this book, but hopefully 
next year we can be co-instructors again. So yes I am biased. 

'TTie 2nd edition (1987) of Hendin's book was just over 200 pages, had 
16 plates and listed just over 300 coins. This book, in addition to the 
enlarged size, lists over 525 coins. That in itself makes it a vast 
improvement over the 1987 work, which I called the Bible of Biblical 
coins. 

® ^0°^ "'ill become the most important book for the collector 
ot Biblical coins, as his two previous works have done. The addition of 
200-1- coins adds greatly to. our knowledge of the early coinage of The 
Holyland. Many of the coins that Hendin lists were pieces that were 
virtually unknown 30 years ago and extremely rare just 10 years ago, 
but the advent of sophisticated metal detectors and the lessening of ten¬ 
sions (at least somewhat) in the Middle East have helped inake the 
availability of formerly rare coins easier. 

His book is the first major work which lists what most experts now 
accept as the correct attribution of the Hasmonean coins, i.e. those 
coins.which are commonly known as Widow's mites. Yet, as Hendin 
eiyilains, there are still unanswered questions about who really issued 

what coins. As I repeatedly explainedtc — — --'—*
